BULLDOZER 
FROM THE SKIES 

An American firm is work- 
ing on a parachute system with 
engine brakes that will ensure 
the dropping of cargo weighing 
up to thirty tonnes (rom planes 
[lying ninety metres high. The 
system Is to be equipped with 
a minicomputer lor determining 
height and speed and for con- 
trolling the brakes. It Is design- 
ed for dropping cars, lorries, 
bulldozers, graders Bnd olhei 
equipment. 

As the plane approaches the 
dropping site, cargo hatches 
open, and a pilot parachute lot 
out. It In turn produces up to 
eight other parachutes 19.5 met- 
res in diameter. In tho lower 
part of the cords, 10.7 metres 
above the cargo, ts nn assembly 
of three to seven solid-fuel jet 
enginea with inclined nozzles 
They are triggered by a compu- 
ter three to nine metres above 
the earth (depending on tho 
speed and ihe weight of the 
cargo!. 

A POCKET TELEPHONE 

Telephone booths In France, 
which are constantly damaged 
by "street vandals", will pos- 
sibly soon disappear altogether 
and give way to portable tele- 
phones which could be plugged 
Into special street sockets, re- 
ports the Bulgarian "Paralleli 11 
weekly. The French Ministry of 
Postal Services and Telecommu- 
nications is forced every year 
to repair 165,000 booths on the 
average. Damage caused by 
"vandals" ls worth nearly 320 
million French francs a year. 
Money also disappears from tho 


telephone boxes, sums which 
are Impossible to accurately de- 
termine. This is why the mini- 
stry Is now testing a new type 
of pocket telephone which bas 
the size or a small calculator. 
When you need to make a call 
you only tako out the appara- 
tus from tho pocket or a lady's 
bag, plug It Into a socket in the 
street or at a bus stop. And no 
problems with coins wlialso- 
evor.

Geologists consider that the 
nge of the Earth Is 4.6 thousand 
million years. They proceed 
Trom tha (act that most ancient 
rocks found so far counted 3.9 
thousand million years. How- 
ever, thanks to the finds made 
recently in Western Australia, 
scientists will probably have to 
revise this theory. In the area ol 
tho Australian town of Moek- 
alhsrra, rocks have been found 
which are nearly 4.2 thousand 
million years old, consequently, 
the Earth had a solid stone 
"shell" 300 million years earlier 
than it was previously con- 
sidered.

They measure the 
lempcralure of the water a! different depths In 
Ihe ocean and lake soli samples to find out Ihe 
shape nf the sea bed and Us geological history. 
They gollier plankton and explore Hio leuipero- 
turo regimen of Die Ice and of Ihe layer of air 
right above Ihe ice, the intensity of (lie solar 
radiation for Ihe study of Ihe heal exclmuge be- 
tween lha surfaco of Uic ocean and Hie atmo- 
sphere, etc. 

The results of the research by (be Soviet Polar 
explorers are first of all important for practical 
needs, such as making the weather forecasts 
moro precise and providing lor confident predic- 
tion of [he I co regimens In tho northern Soviet 
seas crossed by Uie marine transport lanes. No 
less serious contribution is made by them to fho 
solution ol the global problems, like a study of 
the atmosphere end Ihe circulation of the waters 
in the World Ocean mid a search for possible 
changes of the Earth’s climate.
